of this y ear’s yield. 
The new farm law requires a 
referendum when the August re­ 
port, due today , and surpluses 
from previous y ears indicate an 
“excessive” supply of the feed 
grain. 
If approved by two-thirds of 
the corn belt farmers voting, the 
quotas would limit sales of indi­ 
vidual growers, with a penalty of 
15 cents a bushel for excess sales. 
The law defines an excessive 
supply as 17.7 per cent above a 
“normal y ear’s domestic 
con­ 
sumption and export needs.” A 
normal y ear’s needs are defined 
a^ the average quantity of corn 
consumed in the United States 
and exported during the most 
recent 
1 0-y ear period, “adjusted 
for current trends in demand.” 
The latter phrase gives the ag­ 
ricultural adjustment adminis­ 
tration much latitude in fixing a 
“normal needs” figure. 
Last spring the AAA estimated 
such needs at 2,356,000,000 bush­ 
els, thus indicating a marketing 
quota or “excessive” supply level 
at 2,773,000,000 bushels. In July , 
however, new Estimates placed 
the marketing quota level at be­ 
tween 2,8 25,000,000 and 2,8 8 5,-

NEW DEAL SENATOR 
IN IDAHO DEFEATED

Roosevelt supporters rolled up 
a smashing senatorial primary 
victory in Ohio today and had 
triumph within their grasp in 
Arkansas but mounting returns 
from y esterday ’s Idaho election 
showed a third New Deal senator 
slipping constantly behind in his 
vote for renomination. 
The Ohio vote assured Demo­ 
cratic renomination of Senator 
Robert J. Bulkley who with 7,498 
precincts out of 8 ,601 reported, 
had tallied 428 ,419 votes to 176,.- 
523 
for 
former 
Gov. 
George 
White. Bulkley was praised by 
Mr. Roosevelt when the latter 
visited M arietta early last month 
on his way west. 
Ohio Republicans, balloting in 
smaller numbers than the Dem­ 
ocrats, 
apparently 
nominated 
Robert A. Taft, son of the late 
president, to run against Bulk­ 
ley in November. In 7,8 16 pre­ 
cincts out of 8 ,601 T aft had 28 1,- 
614 votes and Arthur H. Day, 
203,48 7. 
In Arkansas Senator Hattie 
Caraway , who like bulkley re­ 
ceived 
public 
commendation 
from the president, was slowly 
pulling ahead of her nearest op­ 
ponent, Rep. John L. McClellan. 
The count for 1,523 precincts of 
2,002 gave Caraway 76,351 and 
McClellan 71,540. 
Because of President Roose­ 
velt’s show of preference for 
Senators Caraway and Bulkley 
the administration figured as an 
issue in their campaigns even 
though their opponents were by 
no means antagonistic to the 
White House. 
In Idaho, however, the issue 
was 
clearly 
drawn. 
Senator 
James P. Pope, a 100 per cent 
Roosevelt man, was opposed in 
the Democratic primary by Rep. 
D. Worth Clark, who hammered 
home throughout his campaign 
th at he was not an adm inistra­ 
tion “yes man.” 
The vote in 512 of 8 02 precincts 
gave Clark 27,396 to 25,8 8 0 for 
Pope.

It was altog ether a v olun­ 
tary org anization but in a few 
m onths, 2,500 federal employes 
had joined. These, with their 
families, am ounted to 6 ,000 po­ 
tential patients. 
The 
District 
(of Columbia) 
Medical Society, an AMA affili­ 
ate, promptly attacked the plan 
as leading toward the compul­ 
sory medical insurance systems 
in v og ue in Germany and else­ 
where in Europe. Such systems 
they denounced as undermining 
hig h standards of medical prac­ 
tice and likely to break down the 
close relationship of the physi­ 
cian and his patient.

Wh en th e contest was finish ed 
Carroll h ad th is to sh ow for 
h is trouble: a guarantee of a 
free trip to th e Purdue farm 
conference nex t January ; a bet­ 
ter knowledge of h ow to grow 
good wh eat, and, a ten-acre 
stand of wh eat $h at y ielded 32 
bush els to th e acrfc, only two 
bush els under twice th e esti­ 
m ated average y ield for Indi­ 
ana farm s th is y ear. Daviess 
county ’s average is 17.4 bush els. 
Here is h ow h e put th e prize 
winning wh eat in th e ground: 
1. Prepared th e field — of 
black, sandy loam — by apply ­ 
ing m anure and two kinds of 
fertilizers. 
2. Planted 
R ud y 
certified 
wh eat seed, one and a h alf bush ­ 
els to th e acre last October 8 
and 9 with Korean Lespedeza in 
th e same field. 
He did not know th en th e 
wh eat was going to be in a con­ 
test.

Ten-acre plots 
were picked out for judging a ft­ 
er th at. 
But Carroll h ad followed mod­ 
ern farm ing meth ods and h ad 
a good start toward success in 
any kind of agricultural contest.

“A worker wh o desires to learn 
th e am ount of covered wages 
wh ich are credited to h is account 
may do so by writing to our rec­ 
ords division. Cards provided for 
th is purpose may be used or th e 
worker may give th e same data 
in a letter or postcard. Th e work­ 
ers m ust give h is social security 
number, th e date of birth , name 
and address and m ust sign th e 
card or letter h imself. In reply 
th e social security board will 
sh ow th e total covered wages for

Un der the mag ic 
of his sword g rew a g reat n ew 
emp ire. 
Less than a hun dred y ears 
later the Russian s had reached 
the g olden v alley of the Amur 
riv er. This sk irts the'' n orthern 
boun dary of p resen t day Man - 
chouk uo, 
Jap an ese 
con trolled 
k in g dom. 
Mean while 
the 
Jap an ese 
g rasp ed at Korea in 159 2, sen d­ 
in g a larg e in v adin g army in to 
this an cien t n ation . 
Chin ese 
help ap p eared an d the Jap an ese 
were driv en out. A few y ears 
later the Man chus, who also had 
clashed with the Russian s on the 
n orth, p laced Korea un der v as­ 
salag e.

The Jap an ese n ev er with­ 
drew an d ultimately an n ex ed 
Korea. 
This Korean in ciden t came 
just before the Russo-Jap an ese 
war.

She 
k ep t edg in g forward an d in 
19 00 
seized the Chin ese Amur p rov ­ 
in ce. Both Jap an an d Britain 
p rotested an d the Muscov ites 
p romised to withdraw, a p rom­ 
ise which was n ot kept. 
In 19 03 J apan proposed a pact 
with Russia recognizing the in­ 
terests of each in Korea and 
Manchuria (now Manchoukuo) 
but guaranteeing the integrity of 
both Korea and China. When 
Russia refused, the war was on, 
and has been showing signs of 
life' ev er since. 
So far as concerns Chengku- 


feng hill, which both countries 
claim, the Russians assert that it 
was awarded to them by China 
In the Hunchun treaty of 18 8 6 . 
The J apanese dispute the Rus­ 
sian rights. 
Wherev er the truth may lie, 
any ex cuse would do as well as 
Chengkufeng hill for the prose­ 
cution of the old Russo-J apanese 
feud for supremacy .
